The Committee of Management for 1842 beg leave to state, that the 
frequent Exhibitions of the Association have been found to absorb an unrea- 
sonable amount of the funds of the institution, without producing correspond- 
ing good results. Since the formation of the Association they have cost 
about four thousand five hundred dollars, over and above the amount received 
for admission tickets, whilst not more than half of the members have availed 
themselves of the right of free admission, to visit them. The Committee 
have therefore determined to discontinue the Exhibitions, and that the whole 
amount of subscriptions collected, after defraying the necessary expenses, 
and procuring the Annual Engraving, shall be applied to the purchase of 
pictures for distribution among the members. By this arrangement, they 
will be enabled to purchase and distribute a much larger number of works of 
Art than they have hitherto done, and thus give to the Artists of our country 
a greatly increased encouragement and patronage, and to the members a 
greater return for their subscriptions. They will also in future purchase pic- 
tures of the Artists of our country wherever they may be found, without requi- 
ring them to be sent to the rooms of the Society for exhibition, as heretofore. 

They have, however, provided a suitable and convenient room, open to the 
public, and under the charge of a competent person, where pictures, or other 
works of Art may be advantageously exhibited either for public inspection or 
for sale, and to which they respectfully invite the attention of Artists and 
Amateurs generally, as well as Members of the Association. 

They have also the pleasure to announce, that through the liberality of its 
owner, they have been enabled to procure the use of the celebrated picture , 
by Vanderlyn, of "Caius Marius on the ruins of Carthage," for their next 
engraving. This picture, it is known to the public, received the first prize of 
a gold medal, at one of the Annual Exhibitions of the French Academy, 
during the time of the EmperorNapoleon, and our then young countryman re- 
ceived also the personal congratulations of the Emperor upon its °reat merits. 

One of our most talented Artists, A. B. Durand, Esq., who has been em- 
ployed by the Committee to make a copy of it for the engraver, thus speaks of 
it, in a letter to one of the Committee: " I assure you, there are few works 
" by modern Artists, possessing an equal degree of the spirit of the old 
" masters in conception, execution, tone, and sentiment ; and it amply justi- 
" fies the choice you have made of it for publication." 

The Committee will immediately put it into the hands of the engraver, and 
endeavour to have it finished in the first style of the Art, for distribution at the 
next Annual Meeting ; and they beg leave to add, that this alone will return 
to each subscriber the full value of the amount of his subscription. 

Further, and more completely to carry out the objects of the institution, 
the Committee have advertised to give five hundred dollars for the best origi- 
nal picture, suitable to engrave, for the year 1843, which picture, if obtained, 
will be distributed, along with the others, to the subscribers of this year, re- 
serving the use of it to the Association for the engraver. 

These arrangements, and increased efforts on the part of the present Com- 
mittee of Management, they trust will meet with the entire approval of thu' 
present members ; and justify them in appealing to all who love the Arts, or 
desire to encourage them, to become members of the Association.
